TRAINING FOR MOTHERHOOD 


Kansas continues to give us great 


products of great minds. Professor 
Chrisman of Emporia attended the 
mother's congress at Des Molnes, Iowa, 
and read a paper there which has 
caused considerable 
comment. 
The 


comment is not to be wondered at The 
professor said in part: 


"It is remarkable how many courses 


our universities are offering to young 
men to prepare them to take upon 
themselves the burdens of life, but 
•where is there a university that trains 
for motherhood? 


"In the training for home life and 


motherhood many courses in college 
should be offered the young woman, but 
such courses must have as their base 
the love of and for children. At pres- 
ent the courses offered have reason for 
their basis. This is right, too, for man 
Is and must ever be a reasoning crea- 
ture, but woman is and ever must be a 
loving and lovable creature. 


''If the young woman's mind each 


day she is In college dwells on child 
life in some of its phases, this mother 
love is kept active and makes of her a 
warm hearted, loving creature, eager 
and longing for children to love and to 
care for. 


"What do you build and furnish your 


fine parlors for? What do you have 
parties and socials for? What do you 
dress your girls in the finest and best 
Clothing for? What do you give her 
accomplishments for? For no other 
purpose under the sun than to make 
her marriageable. 


"Tour daughter is put upon the mar- 


ket. She is dressed in the best. She is 
displayed to the best advantage. This 
being so, why should she not be edu- 
cated to the best advantage? 


"By all these tokens you say to the 


young men that your daughter is of 
marriageable age and is well worthy 
the attention of young men in search 
of wives. Your daughter understands 
that she is to marry, and strives to- 
ward that end, which I think is the 
most desirable office that a. young wo- 
man can aspire to. Then why will it 
not be better to let the girl know and 
everyone know that there is education 
which fits for marriage and for ma- 
ternity? 


"Let it be known that the young lady 


for four years or more is studying for 
no other purpose ttian the view dl 
marrying and motherhood at the end. 
What wives the men would then have! 
What mothers the boys and girls would 
then have! *No Roman mother would 
equal her! No Spartan mother would 
compare with her. 
••• 


"The American woman is thus far 


the grandest production of all 
the 


wor)d. The American mother of the 
future, with such a training, will far 
surpass the modern woman." 


There is no telling what will next be 


suggested to be included under the 
heading of "education," But this lat- 
est gleam of advanced thought indi- 
cates to what pitch of invention the 
mind of the "modern educator" is 
keyed to produce "something new." 
The man with something new is the 
man of the day; the other fellow isn't 
in it. Still this latest suggestion has 
its possibilities for good. A home for 
foundlings could be established as a 
practice school in connection with 
every university, and babies could be 
taken to board during the day to per- 
mit their parents—who might have 
mother love if educated—to do that 
unnatural thing, earn a living. The 
baby carriage man and the artificial 
food man could get testimonials from 
the "faculty"—If not from the "lady" 
pupils who are being taught the mys- 
teries—and the proper size, weight and 
flexibility of teething rings no doubt 
would be discovered. Unquestionably 
the department of child study would 
be wonderfully aided by the observa- 
tion* made In the motherhood depart- 
ment, and it might be determined that 
It would be safe to begin manual 
training at about the ag« of three 
months so a* to develop perfect am- 
bidexterity. A food text book on "How 
to Mine tbe baby" would be a boon to 
fcuwianity, and a substitute for the 
nightly floor-walking demanded front 
the nearest male relative would be a 
later saving device. 


As a .result of this newer education 


«JM Wflrtui on "courtship/' would nave 


to be rewritten. A plan at demon- 
strating the new proficiency to the 
"young gentleman caller" would be 
absolutely necessary and should be In- 
cluded in the up-to-date courtship 
handbooks. Paying less attention to 
the piano as a means of entertainment 
and the signing, with the real go-to- 
sleep poee, of tender'lullabys to over- 
grown dolls might he recommended. 
The neighbor's infant might be bor- 
rowed for the occasion and secreted on 
the premises, under the influence ot 
chloroform, until required. It it should 
appear best not to display too much 
purpose in these demonstrations the 
poodle might be artfully substituted.

"rum" which are exchanged for palm 
kernels. 


Knots of natives from the interior 


Tillages with loads of kernels begin 
to present themselves at the shop by 0 
a. in., and when the trader at last 
makes his appearance there is a noisy 
crowd of kernel sellers and thirsty 
hangers on. 


The exchange of rum for kernels is 


quickly effected, and by 9 o'clock in 
the morning the entire population may 
be seen lying under the shelter of the 
cocoanut palms either stupidly drank 
or noisily quarreling. 


The mingled uproar and snoring lasts 


till about noon, when there is a sud- 
den return to sobriety, and the crowd 
clears away to the village to collect 
the means for another carousal. 


On a "good" day the trader at Ca- 


btnda bay gets rid of about 190 gal- 
lons of rum, and be avers that the 
scene described is repeated every Jay 
in the year. 


Next to rum and "civilization" the 


greatest curses of West Africa are 
smallpox and the sleeping sickness. 
Prom this last no case of recovery 
has ever been known, and so con- 
tagious is it that in the native Chris- 
tian community every communicant 
has a separate cup from which to par- 
take of the sacramental wine.—London 
Leader.

There "was a small audience at the 


epera house 
Thursday evening to 


listen to the lecture by Frank A. Hill 
of Northampton on, "Modern Demands 
Upon the Teacher." He -was intro- 
duced by President McAllister of the 
Adams Teachers' association. In part 
he said the best things in the world are 
the old things for there is nothing new. 
The new things in education are the 
old things seen in a new light. AU 
people? should have ideals. Every 
teacher in particular should have them. 
One Ideal should be that of a higher 
scholarship. A higher scholarship is 
desirable in the home, the pulpit, the 
•editor's sanctum and for people in gen- 
eral. Teachers in particular need it 
for culture purposes. In the old Lan- 
casterian schools it was thought suffi- 
cient for schoolmasters to have even 
meager conception of what he wished 
to teach. The schools ware defective. 
It is not enough to merely teach a 
child to raad and write with a little 
geography thrown In lor that Is merely 
the bush of the fruit. Teach the child 
to think and . express his thoughts. 
Teach the child to distinguish between 
right and wrong. Give them something 
to do and have them do it. Teach them 
the right way to do H. Are children 
equally well- trained and educated? 
Not until you can answer the question, 
What are they going to do. Simple 
thoughts may be the axis ot a child's 
mind and the teacher must be the 
guide. Get the child to hitch his mind 
onto something stable when he is 
young, start him on the right road and 
then, If he goes wrong It is not the fault 
of the teacher. It a child does not re- 
member a thing'taught him It does not 
follow that he has forgot it It may Vie 
recalled later at an opportune time. It 
is wonderful what may be brought 
forth which has been well stored. Ob- 
ject teaching IB a good way for chil- 
dren. Show them and explain to them 
the natural bonding together by rela- 
tion. Do not muddle a child's mind 
with big names but give them the s:m- 
ple terms. Much depends upon-the in- 
terest which a teacher is able to secure 
from her scholars., She herself must 
show enthusiasm. The teacher must 
have the scholarship and ideals before 
she can give them. Many great men. 
bave failed as teachers. In order to be 
B'jccessful a teacher must have a good 
knowledge of her pupils. They nnst 
concert with th« child's mind or fail. 
Explain everything clearly and com- 
pletely. The teacher who Ignores the 
cMld's mind, ignores the center of her 
Instruction. You cannot .tie a new 
thfng to a child's mind unless you con. 
iiect it with an old thing. You must 
have a. foundation for the fabric you 
wisa to build. Study the child's bent 
and encourage it. There'la always a 
rr.tntal unfolding In. a child's mind. 


; Learning by toing Is a great method, 


leaching by experimenting is success- 
ful. 
The education of a child is at Ha 


' best when its activity Is the best. ^Ve 
want good men and women ani their 
att-T rments is only successful through 
educating them when they ars children. 
The world about appeals to a child. 
Watch his tra'.ts and instinct*. Nature 
ttutiy is becoming more and more % 
part of school work. A teacher is the 
cht.d's guide. Study his concepts, 
fechools do not sufficiently recognize the 
Eic^or influences of ohlldfin. Our lit- 
er i-jy schools are recognizing more and 
more the Influence of the technical 
schools and vice versa. Some ideals 
for a teacher are scholarship, noble per- 
sonality, greatness of soul, knowledge 
of the child and an ideal of great skill 
In the application of that child,

a great injustice to the teachers asso- 
cai-.(.n that the public does not attend 
such lecture* and show an apprecia- 
tion of the efforts of the association.

George Last Night

GlerfFlctfloii of English Spirit In Speech 


and Song. Addresses by Mayor 


Wilkinson and President 


T. A, Mort 


The Sous of St George celebrated the 


queen's birthday by holding a concert 
and dance at Grand Army hall last 
night. The attendance was large, the 
hall being filled. There were about 40 
present from Victoria Diamond lodge 
of Adams, who came in big wagons, 
and Blackinton and Wlliiamstown were 
also well represented. 


The program included singing by 


James King, baritone, of Providence, 
R. L, whose work was of a high order, 
and also vocal selections by John Hey- 
wood, jr., Joseph T. Hunter and Mrs. 
Brummell, and readings by Miss Grace 
Delle Davis. The singing and the read- 
ings were much enjoyed, and the ef- 
forts of those who contributed to the 
program were heartily applauded. 


Thomas A. Mort, president of the 


lodge, made a short address in which 
he called attention to the aims and 
benefits of the order, and spoke ear- 
nestly in favor of Englishmen in this 
country becoming naturalized and as- 
suming the duties and obligations of 
citizenship. 


Mayor Wilkinson also spoke briefly 


and expressed his pleasure at seeing 
the members so interested in the work 
of the order and inclining more and 
more toward naturalization and the 
duties of citizenship. lie said he could 
trace his own ancestry back to Eng- 
land, and he considered it fitting that 
those who had come from that country 
should properly observe the anniver- 
sary of the birth of its noble queen. 


At the conclusion of this part of the 


program, which included an address by 
Rev. J. C. Tebbetts, dancing was in 
order, music being furnished by the 
Ideal orchestra, and was kept up till 2 
o'clock in the morning. Refreshments 
were served and the celebration passed 
off very happily in every particular. 
The chief address of the evening was 
that by Rev. Mr. Tebbetts, and was as 
follows: 


We are met to honor a great oerson- 


ality. Perhaps I cannot characterize 
it better than by telling you of a simple 
incident which occurred in a New York 
city home, where I am in the hahit of 
visiting. One day the lady of the house 
had occasion to so below stairs where 
Maggie, the cook, reigns supreme. As 
she approached the kitchen she heard 
a violent discussion going on between 
the servants. Maggie was say:ng some 
very uncomplimentary things about the 
Italians. She was calling the immi- 
grants from sunny Italy a mean, good- 
for-nothing, dirty, ignorant lot, whom 
nobody could trust. In an endeavor 
to quiet the disturbed atmosphere, or 
to use another metaphor, to throw oil 
upon the troubled waters, my friend 
interposed and said, "Why, Maggie, 
you forget that the popes la an Italian 
pnd he is not ignorant: lie la Infal- 
1'ble." To fnia Maggie remied: "He 
i? -xt half so infallible as he would be 
if lie v ore an Irishman." 


What the Pope stands for In the re- 


spect and veneration of his subjects 
the world over, the queen of Great 
Britain stands for among English 
speaking people. Off here in America 
there may be some who think she is 
not half so infallib'e a» r-he would be 
if she were American born; and yet 
all admire and honor her whether of 
English or Scotch or Irish descent as 
infallible in virtue, ini grace of heart, 
in nobility of character, in everything 
which goes to make a woman great and 
beloved. For 81 years she has lived; 
for 62 'years has she reigned, and In 
all her long, eventful and responsible 
life be has been a model of woman- 
hood as wife, mother and queen. No 
woman of this century now drawing to 
a close is so widely respected, none of 
the sovereigns of Europe of this 19th 
century has so won the hearts of their 
odvn and other peoples. 


But if I understand it rightly we 


are met to do more than honor a great 
and beloved personality. We an in- 
deed here to pay tribute to her fair 
name and character, but still more to 
pay our respects to that for which she 


•ome reweete. 
And he whose lift 


baa been touched and moulded by 
British influence, or whose ancevtry 
has sprung from her' loins may well 
and justly feel an honest pride. Well 
may you honor her for what she ha* 
done and for what she is. Well may 
the British subject wherever he may be 
honor her, for she knows him and pro- 
tect* him, whether his lot be cast in 
India or In China, in America or in 
South Africa among the Boeis. 


I have on another and a recent occa- 


sion spoken tu you about the bond of 
union that exists between our own and 
our mother land. Let that bond be 
more and more cemented. You of the 
Sons of $t. George can do much, are 
doing much. That bond Is the hope of 
universal peace. That bond is the 
token and pledge of the highest civil- 
ization, that bond is the allv of the 
kingdom of righteousness and of God. 
Let the Union Jack and the Stars and 
Stripes be intertwined as you Ifee them 
tonight and it will not be lone before 
God will make wars and rumors of 
wars to cease throughout the world 
and the kingdom of Christ shall come.

Toomey of this city, who was instru- 
mental in having1 division 6 puspended, 
was chosen vice president, the next to 
the highest officer In, the state organ- 
ization, on the second ballot. There is 
said to have been a attJ of lobbying 
by the frientis of division 6 against 
Mr. ToomeyVs candidacy, and his elec- 
tion is considered a vindication of hia 
action in dealing with the division. The 
attorney who wen I to North Adams 
to plead the case of the division was 
not even admitted to the meeting of 
the grievance committee. The matter 
was settled at a conference before the 
convention was called to order, and 
the grievance committee decided to 
allow reinstatement. 


As the case stands now in division 6, 


Patrick Flannagan, who was unseated 
from the offine of financial sewtary 
bv the division when the difficulty first 
arose, will be giveni back the office, 
taking rho r'"c<» of J .T. •Jeirila-' - V"i 
was selected at that time. The 70 
or more members who have joined the 
division since its suspension will be 
dropped from membership, and must 
have their names voted on again, in 
order to become members. The rein- 
statement may have some effect on 
division 12, which was recently or- 
ganized and which was joined by many 
of the dissatisfied onea in division 6, 
but it is expected there will in the fu- 
ture be three divisions of Hibernians 
in the city.

the committee on ways and means. It 
does not. exempt Boston 6r any other 
place. It rrovides that after January 
1, 1904, a state colony for insane shall 
be established. 
I*, provides fey 
the 


purchase of 2000 acres of land, and the 
plan is to erect a lot of cottages on it. 
The able-bodied insane, who are able 
to work, are expected to be employed 
on the land. It is expected that 57(iO in. 
sane pauper*, now supported by cities 
and towns, will be supported by the 
state, in addition to the present 1800. 
It ia expected that both state and 
municipalities will save money—the 
state, especialy, by n6t being obliged 
to spend a great deal of money on set- 
tlement disputes. 


The house bill for the better protec- 


tion of game birds, especially part- 
ridges., by shortening the open season 
from 3% to 2 months, also by forbid- 
ding their sale for three years, was op- 
posed by Mr. Leach of Bristol and fa- 
vored by Mr. Sanderson of Kssex and 
Mr. Tolman of Berkshire. The bill was 
finally ordered to a third reading, 14 
to 11.
